their peaceable being in the Countrey : and how could &* ut 
it happen otherwiſe £. They went our in haſte, in hope " 
co preueat death in iolliry, ro preſerue life ; But when 
they came backe, rhenb2gan their gerrours , then their 
torments : The firſt favt they (it our of their Coun- 
trey-Habirations, was to them a firſt ſtep ro their 
Graues : rhe acerer to Loudos,the acercr to death. As 
condemned perſons, going to cxecucivn , have often» 
times good catopr in ehcir faces, checrefetl comnenan- 
ces,and manly lookes all the way that they are going : 

but the neerer and neerer they approch the place where 

they are to leaue the World, the greater are their feares, 

the paler they looke, the more their hearts rremble , ſo 
did it fare with Londoners thoſe dayes; but we that - 
are hcere, pray that you may ſpecd better : that you 
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may feturne tull of health, full of wealth, full of profpe- 
rity ; that your Houles may bce as Temples to YOU, 
your Chambers as SanQuarics; that your Neighbours, 
Kindred, Friends, arid acquainrance may giue you ioy- 
full and hearty welcomes ; that the City may not 
mourne then for your thronging 1 in vpon it, as ſhee [a- 


© mented to behold youſin ſhoales) forlaking her in her 


tribulation ; but that God would be pleaſed to nayle 
our finnes vpon the Croſle of his Sonne Chrift Icks E 
reſtore vs to his mercy, render vs a Nation warthy of 

his infinite bleſſings, and plucking in his renenge- 

full Arme from ſtriking vs downe continually in- 

to Graues , wee all (abroad and at home, in 
Countrey and City) may meeteand im- 
brace one another, and ſing aa 
Alkziah to his Name. 
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
